Action May Force 
Profit Margin Back 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Both 


price rollbacks and court ac- 
tions may face up to 20 per 
cent of the nation's largest 
businesses for failing to hold 
dx>wn profit margins, says Don- 
ald Rumsfeld, director of the 
Cost of Living Council. 


Rumsfeld said Tuesday that 


preliminary studies of 105 quar- 
terly reports have shown 24 
companies had apparently ille- 
gal profit margins. 


The Price Commission limits 


profit margins to a percentage 
of each sales dollar. This per- 
centage must not exceed the 
average that prevailed during 
the best two of the previous 
three fiscal years. 


Rumsfeld, speaking 
before 


the National Fuel Oil Institute, 
warned businessmen to keep an 
eye on profits. 


"All firms would do well to 


ask the question: 'Will an oth- 
erwise justifiable price increase 
push their profit margins over 
the line?' Firms cannot ignore 
the 
profit-margin 
limitation, 


and the time to recognize it is 
now," he said. 


Rumsfeld did not name the 24 


firms found to be above the 
commission guidelines, but an 
aide said "a fairly good-size 
name or two" is in the group.

registration in Arkansas prob- 
ably made 25,000 to 30,000 resi- 
dents of the state eligible to 
vote. 


Andy 
Anderson 
estimated 


that 60 per cent of the newly 
eligible residents would register 
to vote in time for the pri- 
maries on May 30 and June 13. 


A three-judge federal court 


panel struck down the require- 
ment that a person must live in 
the state one year and in the 
county six months to be eligible 
to vote. 


Anderson estimated that 850,- 


000 persons were registered to 
vote now and that the total 
would reach 875,000 or 880,000 
by May 30. On June 1, 1971, 
there were 839,976 persons reg- 
istered to vote in Arkansas.

The statement said that the 


Directors unanimously agreed 
that black citizens are entitled to 
equitable and fair employment. 
They also agreed with the 
request of the committee that 
this should not be token or 
apeasement employment, but 
that due recognition be given to 
any black applicant who was 
qualified to fit into positions 
requiring some degree of skill. 
The Directors stated that a 
policy of having a system of 
formal applications would be 
instituted, and that an interview 
record established for use in 
evaluating the applicants. 


They also expressed their 


appreciation of the effort that 
black leaders have put forth in 
dealing with this problem and 
that they are intensely interested 
in working toward a good, sound 
solution of the problem. The 
statement also pointed out that 
any sound solution would have to 
be the result of people from both 
sides of the question working 
together in good faith. 


In other action, the Board of 


Directors appointed Winston 
Davidson and Pat Faris to 
positions on the Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee. This is a 
committee of 15 people, in- 
cluding both black and white, 
who have been serving in an 
advisory capacity for the past 
several years. The group studies 
community problems and offer 
their suggestions to the City 
Officials toward improvement of 
the community.

ers remained deadlocked today 
solely over make-up salaries 
after reaching a pension settle- 
ment which could have pre- 
vented the 12-day-old walkout 
in the first place.

games lost to the strike, which 
has delayed the opening of the 
season more than a week. 


With both sides making quick 


pitches 
throughout

meetings Tuesday and tossing— 
and rejecting—proposals 
and 


counter-proposals 
back 
and 


forth faster than an around-the- 
horn double play, this was the 
situation when matters ground 
to a halt in the wee hours this 
morning: 


—Agreement was reached on 


allocating $500,000 a year from 
the pension plan's huge surplus 
for retirement benefits, in addi- 
tion to the owners' original of- 
fer of $490,000 for health care 
on top of the $5.4 million they 
contribute annually to the pen- 
sion package. 


"If we had agreed on the 


$500,000 last week there would 
have been no strike," said Mar- 
vin Miller, executive director of 
the Major League 
Baseball 


Players 
Association. "That's 


probably true," countered John 
Gaherin, the owners' negotia- 
tor, "but $500,000 was not Mr. 
Miller's price for a settlement 
before the strike." 


—The owners have offered to

why that's a false assumption. 


"As an owner, I can assure 


you that a club always makes 
more money by playing two 
single games than by playing a 
doubleheader. On two dates, 
you get extra revenue from 
parking, programs and con- 
cessions that you don't get 
playing a doubleheader." 


Bavasi said that if clubs re- 


duce the originally scheduled 
number of home dates by 
scheduling more doubleheaders, 
they'll have to return some 
money to season ticket-holders.

Businessmen Fight for Dollar

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Over 


the years the banker, the bro- 
ker, 
the mutual fund salesman 


and to some extent the insur- 
ance agent have fought for es- 
sentially the same dollar—the 
dollar that remains after the 
consumer pays for immediate 
needs. 


Each has had considerable 


success, 
of course, 
because 


many 
Americans 
have dis- 


cretionary income, or income 
that is not needed for food, 
clothing and shelter but which 
may instead be used for other 
and more distant goals. 


But for reasons that seem to 


be ingrained in the American 
character, 
the salesman for 


each type of institution 
has 


found himself limited in that ho 
cannot change consumer think- 
ing sufficiently to substantially 
ait into the other's territory. 


Insurance companies hope to 


cut into broker territory by of- 
fering variable annuities, whose 
return is pegged to the econo- 
my or the stock market rather 
than to a fixed amount, as has 
been traditional with insurers. 


Brokerage houses are laying 


plans to sell 
life 
insurance. 


Banks offer life insurance and 
savings bonds in various com- 
binations. And mutual funds of- 
fer plans that insure the return 
of investment. 


It is the latter plan that 


seems likely to bridge the vast 
gap that exists between savers 
and investors, even though the 
initial response has been more 


onooiirHt:in>: than overwhelming 
during the first year 


The first plan was offered 


one year ago by Kairfielri Fund 
in I'onjuncti'tn with Harleysville 
Mutual Insurance Co.. insuring 
the investor for long-term loss- 
es of mure than 10 years.

was the return not just of the 
initial value of shares, but also 
the 
cost 
of 
insurance pre- 


miums, sales commissions and 
administrative charges. 


Since then four other funds

Gilly pleaded guilty to three 
counts of murder and one of 
conspiracy stemming from the 
December 1969 slaying of Jo- 
seph A. "Jock" Yablonski, his 
wife and daughter. 


The three were found shot to 


death in their nearby Clarks- 
ville'home on New Year's Eve 


1969, 
only three weeks after the 


fiery United Mine Workers re- 
former had.unsuccessfully chal-. 
lenged W.A. "Tony" Boyle for' 
the presidency of the UMW. 


During the 
25-minute pro- 


ceeding Tuesday, Mrs. Gilly 
also told of signing a 22-page 


statement detailing her knowl- 
edge of the murders to the FBI. 


Sources close to the probe 


say the statement will be pre- 
sented to a federal grand jury 
in Pittsburgh to support a re- 
quest for more indictments. 


Mrs. Gilly, who had pre- 


viously pleaded innocent, was 
one of five persons arrested in 
the case. 


Others included her husband, 


Paul, 38, already convicted and 
sentenced to death, and her fa- 
ther, Silous Huddleston, 65, a 
former UMW official in LaFol- 
lette, Tenn. 


Huddleston will go on trial 


next week, and the prosecution 
says his daughter will be avail- 
able to testify against him.

JMost people view all snakes as 
[evil or dangerous and to be 
[avoided or killed. 


It is natural for people to want 


I to keep snakes away from the 
[home because children and 
[many adults cannot distinguish 
[between poisonous and non- 
| poisonous snakes, says Calvin J. 
lOaldwell, County Extension 
[Agefit. 


In rural and in many urban 


I areas and suburban areas, 
[snakes can be found in yards and 
[around buildings in late spring 
[and during the summer. A good 
I way to keep the infestation low is 
I to keep yards, playgrounds, and 
areas around buildings clean so 
there is no grass, weeds, or piles 
of material for snakes to use. 
Most snakes will avoid open and 
clean areas because there is no 
source of food, and they cannot 
stand direct, hot sunlight for long 


I periods of time. 


Another way to keep snake 


populations low is to eliminate 
places of hibernation around the 
home or farm by spraying under 
houses, out-buildings, and in 
bartw with any of the chemicals 
recommended 
for control of 


termites, Mr. Caldwell said. 


Some "snake kill" materials 


have been sold for the past 2 or 3 
years in areas around Arkansas. 
The material is not registered for 
use in Arkansas and to our 
knowledge has not proven to be 
effective. There are some 
chemicals that will serve to repel 
snakes to a degree if properly 
used. They are heptachlor 
granules and chlordane. Hep- 
tachlor should be applied at the 
rate of 20 pounds of chemical per 
acre. This will also repel or 
control ticks, chiggers, and 
moles in the area where it is 
used. 


Chlordane is quite effective if 


sprayed or dusted over the lawn, 
around foundations of houses, 
barns, and other buildings. 
Chlordane should be used every 4 


to 6 weeks throughout the 
summer if snakes are a per- 
sistent problem. It should be 
used at the rate of one-fourth 
pound of active ingrediejjt per 
1,000 square feet or about 10 
pounds per acre. One-half pound 
of 50 per cent wettable powder or 
one-half pint of 45 per cent 
emulsifiable concentrate will 
treat an area the same size. 
Chlordane will also aid in con- 
trolling or repelling ticks, 
chiggers, and moles.

in the House of Commons met 
today to decide whether to back 
party leader Harold Wilson or 
the rebels against his tactics in 
fighting Britain's entry into the 
Common Market. 


Led by Roy Jenkins, the dep- 


uty party leader, five top men 
in the party quit Wilson's shad- 
ow cabinet, another was re- 
placed by Wilson after he said 
he would quit, and other resig- 
nations were expected. 


The rebels support Britain's 


entry into the European Eco- 
nomic Community. Their break 
came over Wilson's endorse- 
ment last week of a proposal 
for a national referendum on 


the 
Common Market issue. 


Such a referendum is unheard 
of in the British political tradi- 
tion, and Wilson's espousal of 
the proposal 
constituted 
an 


abrupt about-face. 


In what has

between

right and left wings of the op- 
position party, political insiders 
forecast a majority of the La- 
borite members of Parliament 
would vote in favor of making
